law. 
Senator Clay's motion to strike 


out the provision was lost by a party 
vote of 13 to 44. 
Mr. Dolliver and 


his fellow prcaressives voted 
with 


the regular Republicans. 
The sun- 


dry civil bill, carrying appropriations 
aggregating $llS.Oliv.OuO then 
was 


passed. 


Mr. 
Dolliver's speech 
attracted 


•widespread interest and was listen- 
fd to attentively by sena or.s on. both 
sides of the chamber. 
It was 
he 


reply of the insurgents to the charges 
of party disloyalty and was a direct 
challenge to their opponents in 
the 


party. 
The president's 
n.inie was 


freely handled ai:-d his speeches were 
referred t,o without reserve. 


Beginning 
with 
the 
declaration 


that the tariff discussion had 
been 


revived because of the 
:arift" law. 


Mr. Dolliver declared there was no 
longer any freedom of conscience or 
of opinion such as had once 
mad': 


tiie Republican party strong. Refer- 
ing briefly to Speaker Cannon's dec- 
laration in a speech at 
Philadelphia 


"that the insurgents should be hang- 
ed." he declared he would not 'treat 
the remark seriously. 


Hereafter, said M'r.
